With 
the exception of Crawford, nil of the 
above arc indicted for conspiracy. The 
indictment against Crawford is for prc 
benting a false claim against the gov 
eminent.

Orders for the ar- 
rest of all the parties wore immediately 
issued. This batch of indictments does 
not. end the cases before the grand jury 
and other matters resulting from the 
postal investigation are pending before 
that body which may result iu indict 
monls against other persons in the neixi 
future.

E. Lorcnz and Martha J. Lorcnz, his 
wife, of Toledo, Ohio; Maurice Biinkle, 
of New York city; Thomas W. McGreg- 
or, formerly chief of the supply division 
of the rural free delivery service, and 
Leopold J. Stern, of Baltimore. With 
the exception of Crawford, n.ll of the 
above are indicted, for conspiracy. The 
indictment against .Crawford is for pre- 
senting a false claim against the gov- 
ernment. 


ix>ng and Cupper also ave indicted sep- 


arately for bribery. Orders for the ar- 
rest of all the parties were immediately 
issued. This batch of indictments does 
not end the cases before the grand -jury 
and other matters resulting from the 
postal investigation are pending before 
that body which may result iu indict- 
ments against other persons in the near 
future. 


Four of the indictments named Machen 


jointly with others. Machen, Cupper 
and Long are named jointly in one in- 
dictment for violation of the conspiracy 
section of the revised statutes. 


WHAT INDICTMENT CHABGES.

' portions, cooking cacli as for an onielet. 


Enough for six persons. This may be 
jakcd in the oven in a pudding dish, 
when it forms an excellent substitute for 
meat. 


Summer Mince Pie.—A summer mince 


pie can be made thus: One cupful of su- 
far, one quarter cupful each of water 
and vinegar, one egg, one and one-half 
cupful of crackers, .one.large teaspoon- 
:ul ctioh of cinnamon, allspice and doves, 
one-half cupful of raisins and one ta- 
blespoonful of butter. Boll the crackers 
and mix all together. 


"Potato Cake.—To make potato cake 


take cold mashed pota'toes, moisrteu with 
n. little cream and work' in sufficient flour 
in which baking powder is mixed 
to 


make a firm dough, adding a pinch of 
salt. Roll out the' potato paste, thinly 
sprinkle with dry flour or a beaten egg, 
cut into rounds and bako on a hot grid- 
dle for ten minutes; butter while hot and 


Cold B.ice Pudding.—To half a cupful 


of well washwl rice allow a- pint ond a 
half of milk, hnif a cupful of sugar, a 
sciltspoon of salt, and a little nutmeg or 
grated lemon rind, as preferred. Put nil 
into a well buttered pudding dish r.nrt 
bake two hours in a moderate oven. Stir 
frequently during the first hour and a 
half then let it form ,1 crust over the 
top. Serve cold with cream. 


I-Iow to Can Fruit.—Blackberries, blue- 


berries nnd raspberries require one tea- 
cupful each of water and sugar to every 
quart (by actual measurement) of fruit. 
Make a" thin syrup of the water and 
one-half the sugar. When it boils, skim 
and add the fruit. Let it simmer gently 
for five minutes, add the rest of tile su- 
gar, let it conio to a boil again, can, and 
seal at once. Press the berries gently 
under the sirup whila cooking, but do 
not break or mash them. Add the juice 
of one lemon to every three quarts of 
blueberries.

Insurance Commissioner Zcno M. Host 


yesterday decided that mutual life in- 
surance companies doing business in this 
state 
must 
distribute their surplus 


among the policy holdef-s nt least once 
in five years. The decision ail'ects many 
companies in this country nnd involves 
.some $300,01)0,000 which has been with- 
held by companies doing business in Wis- 
consin, That the stand of Mr. Host will 
be fought by the insurance companies 
there is no doubt, and eventually it will 
reach the highest courts. The outcome 
of the -case has 'been watched for months 
by every company in the country, and if 
the commissioner's stand is sustained by 
the courts it will cause a shakeup in in- 
surance circles such as luis ne,ver been 
seen. It will make it possible for heirs 
of dead people to claim surpluses and 
compound interests that have, been with- 
held, according to a well known insur- 
ance man, and endless litigation is prob- 
able. 


SEVERAL COJU'AXIES NOT AFFECT- 


ED. 


There arc a number of mutual com- 


panies in this state that divide their sur- 
plus in one, two or three years, and they 
will not be affected. Among these are 
the New England Mutual of Boston, the 
Massachusetts Mutual, the .Mutual Ben- 
efit of Hartford, and the Union Central 
of Connecticut. There arc a number of 
companies that have 
mixed policies — 


Fotnc calling for a distribution of surplus 
within five ytars, and therefore not af- 
fected by the decision, and others pro- 
viding for a distribution at the end of 
twenty years. These latter policies are 
included under the decision. The North- 
western Mutual T.ife Insurance company 
handles these two policies and will be 
affected considerably by the decision. 


.The kind of policies that will be nf- 


fc'cted to the greatest extent arc those 
known ns the "101111110,'' wherein policy- 
holder and insurance company enter into 
a contract by the terms of which the 
earnings of the policy arc to be paid at 
the end of a term of years, generally 
twenty. ]'.y the ternaftaf the policy the 
policy holder, should lie lapse in his 
payments of premiums iu the meantime, 
all the money that ho has paid in, to- 
gether with the interest earned thereby, 
goes to swell the "tontine" class fund, 
and is distributed pro rala among the 
policy holders when the time arrives for 
the payment of the interest under the 
terms of the contract. 


In ease of the death of the holder of a 


'•tontine'' policy before the time for the 
paynip-'. of the earnings, the heirs or 
benef. 
-ies receive the face value of 


the ji. oy, and the accumulated earn- 
ings, if any there be. nre placed to tho 
credit of the ''tontine' fund and are dis- 
tributed at the time the interest be- 
comes due, at the expiration of the term 
of years for which th>5 policy is "tontin- 
etU' 


The Northwestern Mutual Insurance 


company of Milwaukee has something 
like 83,000.000 oi the "tontine" surplus 
or, hand, which will be affected by tho 
decision. 


WORDS "MAY" AND ''MUST." 


The whole contest 1ia=; -hinged on sec- 


tion 11152 of the statutes of Wisconsin, 
which provide that, such companies may 
make distributions of their surplus with- 
in five year periods. Tho complaint sub- 
mitted that this statute was mandatory. 
that the word "may" should 
be 
con- 


strued as "must" and that the company 
was not pretending to make such a di- 
vision with the policy holders. The de- 
cision of the insurance commissioner up- 
iiolds 
the position 
of the 
complaint, 


makes a ruling that the word "may" is 
mandatary and that the statute applies 
to all old line, legal reserve and mutual 
life 
insurance companies operating 
in 


\Vhconcin and to that extent subject to 
Ihe laws of this state.

every time the annual deficiency^of the 
post office department is announced it 
is not the business of the government to 
.make a profit from, doing the people's 
business, therefore it is not obligatory 
on the pnrfcl-of 'the offieiaJs to study that 
sort of economy private individuals do, 
that :i good exhibit be made, 'is DO rea- 
son -whatever tho government should act. 
upon tin's supposition. 
The conduct of 


the p-os'to/fice business is entirely difTer- 
en't from auyadminittrativefea.tu.re of the 
government since it is palpable enough 
in administration there is no profit, and 
sin^e, the express companies make enor- 
mous profits, there 'is no reason a't all 
-why the government should not make a 
fair profit out 
of its conduct of the 


postal business. Ih is business the gov- 
ernment has 
thoroughly 
monopolized 


and no citizen may engage therein, there- 
fore, tho argument mado that 
people 


should expect deficiencies, at least should 
not expect the government to make ex- 
penses from the postoffiecs, is very -weak. 
It has been shown over and over tlrat 
with the government managing its postal 
affairs free from any influence of the 
transportation corporations 
whatever, 


and paying for services rendered, 
the 


postoffics bureau would not only pay ex- 
penses, but would return a fair profit. 


With the enormous expense being en- 


tailed upon the country by reason of 
the undertaking of the government to 
distribute the mails by carrier in the 
country districts, there is additional rea- 
son why 
the 
government 
should got 


things. down to a business basis. It is 
very pretty to discourse upon the unfor- 
tunate second class matter and 'to dila'to 
upon the violations of law, but admit- 
ting tho people arc deprived of getting 
reading matter even in novel form a't 
redu-eed rates, is no reason why the rail- 
roads should receive excessive prices for 
hauling mail cars and hauling the mail, 
rates far in excess of what express com- 
panies would be only too glad to do the 
business for they pay for service on 
the railroads very much less than does 
the government.

The New Jersey primary election law 


retains the convention feature but ren- 
ders all 'party conventions exceedingly 
tamo a.nd spiritless affairs. The new law 
provides for tho election of delegates by 
the direct voto to all conventions but the 
delegates are' to be. committed in ad- 
vance as to how 'they will vote. Thus 
the law provides those desirous of at- 
tending party conventions ' as delegates 
shall contest, as for other office, and the 
delegates of course then proceed to an- 
nounce their pla'tform and 
for whom 


they will voto in tho convention. 


Then the convention nandidatea get oxit 


their ticket which, s'tates their intend- 
ed course in the convention and the .peo- 
ple vote for such, candidates as will ex- 
press their sentiments., which .is readily 
seen to be exceedingly limited, the peo- 
ple themselves under such a law .being 
entirely restricted to only those who an- 
nounce tl.iemsulves as 
candidates. The 


law then commands that all such candi- 
dates upon being elected shall 
in 
the 


convention voto in accordance with his 
pledges. Thus tho convention but -con- 
firms tho alleged choice of the people in 
an alleged election in which it is pre- 
sumed the people have in fact exercised 
ihmr own (fweefc Will. 


If -the hvw in providing for 'the election 


of delegates for a> party convention ab- 
solutely forbid 'instructions, absolutely 
forbid a candidate in pledging 
himself, 


other than to a<*t wiinin Hie jurisdic- 
tion of" pn.r'ty lines, a popular election 
would be moTo to' tho purpose, Better 
the complete abolition of the convention 
than, any such spiritless, 
emasculated 


affair as is the New Jersey 'primary 
plan.

effective choice and wishes of the people, 
where does the stimulating interest in 
party affairs come in? ' Th'e primary pro- 
posed tew in Wisconsin stimulates only 
the particular man desirous of being a 
candidate to'turn in alt his male rela- 
tives, friends) others seeking favors if 
their man- is chosen, to secure petition 
signers, and if he* has not sufficient such 
to pay liberally for services of paid pc-. 
tttioh workers; if perchance he is of the 
elect, a member of an inner game and 
can. force the sta'te amptoyes to -Work 'for 
him, or if the elect lias the, 
voluntary 


support'of state officials and employes, 
voluntary because they can not 
llelp 


themselves ii so ordered to do so/ then 
tha'fc is a pieco of good luck.

The doctor claimed 
life was thus created just similar to any 
•well developed germs of life and trilo- 
tiitcs in the form of thousands of atoms.

is interesting.

"Only ninety minutes were consumed 


while salt crrystals were impregnated 
with ' the hydrogen -and volatile magne- 
tism of tho chemical solution and trans- 
formed into living forces the immediate- 
ly sought nourishment through, mediums 
-that Dr. Littlefield termed feeders, lack- 
ing any technical imme. Microscopic'ex- 
amina'tion showed; that crystals not af- 
fected by the chemical mixture retain 
their original cubic 
or square 
form, 


while the magnetized crystals were of 
hexagon shape, with life first appearing 
in the center and spreading until 'the 
crystal was round and finally of globu- 
lar shape. A mass of 'the life substances 
possessed magnetism of pronounced de- 
gree, radiating n power that would'sep- 
arate the crystals and'then draw them 
together again. 


The next experiments were to deter- 


mine if 'these atoms would

It is nice for cleaning 'the teeth and to 
sweeten the breath, and a ilitlle added 
to hard water renders it much nicer for 
bathing purposes. Equal parts of pow- 
dered orris-root, borax, prepared chalk 
nnd one--aixth as much Windsor soap 
make a fine dentifrice. There is,no bet- 
ter remedy for dandruff than a wash of 
one ounce each of borax and camphor to 
one and one-half pints of cold water. 
Scurf may bo removed from the baby's 
head by rubbing on a little borax, and 
then washing with soap and water. Use 
one tablpspoonful of borax to one gal- 
lon of water for washing woolen fabrics; 
it makes a better lather when dissoled 
in hot water. For washing silk hand- 
kerchiefs and gloves borax may be Used 
instead of soap. It is'also nica for clenn- 
-ing hair brushes. When, meat is ready 
to hang up, wash it in water as hot as 
you can bear it on your bands, then care- 
fully oovcr the flesh, side with powdered 
borax, and you wilt not bo troubled with 
bugs or worms.—Woman's Home Com- 
panion.

The decision afreets' many 
companies in this coiliitry and involves 
some $300^006,000 which ias been with- 
held by companies doing business in Wis- 
consin. That the stand of Mr. Host will 
be fought by the insurance companies 
there is no doubt, and eventually it will 
reach the highest courts. The outcome 
of the case has 'been watched for months 
by every company in the country, and if 
the commissioner's stand is sustained by 
the courts it will cause, a shakeup in in- 
surance circles such as 1ms never been 
seen. It will rnnke it possible for Heirs 
of dead pebple to claim surpluses and 
compound interests that have been with- 
held, according to d well known insur- 
ance man, and endless litigation is prob- 
able.

SEVERAL C01IPANIES NOT AFFECT- 


ED, 


There are a number of mutual com- 


panies in this state that divide their sur- 
plus in one, two or three years, and they 
will not be affected. Among these are 
the New England -Mutual of Boston, the 
Massachusetts Mutual, the Mutual Ben- 
efit of Hartfbi-d, arid the Union Central 
of Connecticut. There are a number of 
companies that have 
mixed policies— 


some calling for a distribution of surplus 
within five yfears, and therefore not af- 
fected by the decision, arid others pro- 
viding for a distribution at the end of 
twenty years. These hitter policies are 
included under the decision. The North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance company 
handles these two policies and will be 
affected considerably by the decision. 


.(The kind of policies that will be af- 


fected to the greatest extent are those 
known as the "tontine," wherein policy 
holder and insurance company enter into 
a contract by the terms of which the 
'earnings of the policy are to be paid at 
tlie end of a term of years, generally 
twenty. By the ternuRof the policy the 
policy holder, should his lapse in his 
payments of premiums in the meantime,

the p. sy, and the accumulated earn- 
ings, if any there be, are placed to the 
credit of the "tontine" fund and are dis- 
tributed at the time the interest be- 
comes due, at the expiration of the term 
of years for which tho policy is "tontln- 
ed." 


The Northwestern Mutunl Insurance 


company of Milwaukee has something 
like $5,000,000 of the "tontine" svirplus 
on hand, winch, will be affected by the 
decision. 


WORDS "MAY" AND "MUST." 


The whole contest lias- hinged on sec- 


tion 1052 of the statutes of Wisconsin, 
which provide that such, companies may 
make distributions of their surplus with- 
in five year periods. The complaint sub- 
mitted that thia statute was; mandatory, 
that the word "riiay" should 
be con- 


strued as "must" and thnt^the company 
Wa3 not priteilding to make ^uch it di- 
vision with the policy holders.

The prevention of sunstroke and heat 


:exbuustion requires absolute abstinence 
from alcoholic beverages, soys Dr. Oy- 
rus Edson in the New York American. 
We must avoid heated rooms, especial- 
ly where the atmospheric conditions 
are bad. This means that we should 
not go to crowded places indoors. Heat 
exhaustion or sunstroke \cnder nuch 
conditions may be acquired, when the 
sun Is not shining just as easily as 
during the day iu the sun's rays. It is 
not the sun that does the harm, but 
the heat. 


The commonest cause of sunstroke is, 


of course, overexertion in times of 
grcut heat, and by overeiertion we 
juenn ovcrmental exertion as. well as 
overmuscular exertion. 


If sunstroke were a desirable thing 


for a man to get and I wished to cause 
an individual to bays a sunstroke I 
would advise him as follows: 


First.—Borrow all the trouble you 


•can, so as to fret and exhaust your 
mind, and then try to drown it with 
plenty of alcoholic drink. .The kind is 
not essential. Any kind will do. 


Second.—Go to some crowded place 


of amusement the day before a hot 
spoil of weather is expected and the 
following day keep on the suuny side 
of the street and exercise vigorously. 


Third.—Wear warm, uncomfortable 


clothing-while doing this. 


These directions by indicating what 


mny cause a eur.stroke show how one 
may avoid it by following just the op- 
posite advice. 


One of the best means of avoiding a 


sunstroke is to keep the body in a re- 
freshed condition by means of a cool 
bath on arising In the morning and a 
brisk rubbing with a coarse towel aft- 
erward. This procedure refreshes and 
Invigorates and enables one to go 
through a day fairly comfortably.

Mr. L. P. Nichols of He'njy, .8. D-, 


writes to the St. Paul Farmer: I wish 
to get advice on the following subject: 
We want » creamery 6r .perhaps a 
creamery and cheese factory combined- 
It is tan miles to the nearest town. We 
can get 150 cows within three miles of 
cere at present, and I nm sure that the 
number will bo greatly increased if we 
get a creamery. Please tell me how we 
can best get. one. 


The Farmer makes answer as fol- 


lows: One hundred and fifty cows will 
not usually furnish enough milk to suc- 
cessfully maintain a creamery. As it 
takes fewer cows to support ft cheese 
factory and'tntfch less .cash outlay for 
equipment, we would advise building a 
cheese fictory instead of a creamery. 
It is preferable for the reason that tie 
entire labor of one man can be better 
utilized in working a small amount of 
milk into cheese than' into butter, and 
the cost Of equipment .far a'cieese fac- 
tory is 'much less than for a creamery. 
' However,, if. there is a certainty of a 
large increase in patronage the estab- 
lishment of a creamery might; be advis- 
able. In building either a cheese fac- 
tory or a creamery the most practical 
course to pursue is to call a meeting of 
all of vhe prospective patrons and or- 
ganize a co-operative concern after the 
plan adopted by the moat of our South 
Dakota and Minnesota factories. Do 
your own organizing and consult some 
reliable cheesemaker or butter maker 
us to tho best make of supplies. Learn 
from them the cost ot tho same and the 
best arrangement of equipments!. Don't 
fail to visit several of the best factories 
In your part of the state. Time and 
money thus expended are certain to 
bring good returns. Beware of the pro- 
fessional creamery agitator or pro- 
moter.

Take ,;i :broken piece .P'f mirror ancl 
murk, out a. piece of silvering larger 
than the place on the mirror. Place a 
imifill drop of mercury oa the center of 
this silvorbig, allowing, it to remain a. 
few minutes. Clean away the silver 
from around the patch anil slip it from 
'the hroken glass to tho place to be 
mended, pressing it into place with a 
small piece of cotton bating..

This means that- we should 
not go to crowded places indoors. Heat 
exhaustion or sunstroke Nisnder Sjoeh 
conditions may be acquired when the 
sun is .not sbl-alng Just as1 easily as 
during the day in tfte BUD'S rays. ; It is 
not the sun that does the harm, but 
the heat. 


The cpmmonest cause of sunstroke Js, 


of course, overexertion to times o* 
great heat, and by overexertton we 
mean overrnental exertion as. well as 
overmtiscular exertion. 


If sunstroke were a desirable thing 


for a man to get and I wished to caus^ 
an iDdividuaj to hove a sunstroke i 
would advise him as follows : 


First.— Borrow all the trouble yon 


can, so ap to fret and exhaust your 
mind, and then try to drown it with 
plenty of alcoholic drink. The kind is 
not essential. Any kind will dp. 


Second.— Go to some crowded place 


of amusement the day before a hot 
apoll of weather is expected and the 
following day keep on the sunny side 
of the street and exercise vigorously. 


Third. — Wear warm, uncomfortable 


clothing • while doing this;

may cause a sunstroke show hqw one 
may avoid it by following Just tha op- 
posite advice..

We want a creamery or perhap* a 
creamery and cheese factory combined. 
It Is tan miles to the nearest town. We 
can get 150 cowa within three miles of 
lere at preoent, and I urn tiqre that the 
number will iie'greatly Increased if wa 
get {i creamery. Please tell me now we 
can beat get one. 


The Fanner makes answer aa fol- 


lows: One, hundred and fifty cows Will 
not usually fnrm>h enough milk to suc- 
cessfully maintain a creamery. Ap it 
takes fewer cows to suppprt 'a., cheese 
factory aijd>jnu;cb, less cash, outlay for 
equipment, we would advise building a, 
cheese factory instead of a creamery. 
It is preferable for theTeason that the 
entire labor of one man can be better 


Jeea in working a email Amoitnt of 


milk into, cheese than into butter,, and 
the cost of equipment tot a cheese fac- 
tory is 'ranch less than for a creamery. 
However, If ,|here Is a certainty of a 
large increase In patronage the estab- 
lishment of a creamery mlgutibs advis- 
able. In building either a cheese fac- 
tory or a creamery the most practical 
course to pursue is to call a meeting of 
all pf she prospective patrons and or- 
ganize a co-opettitlve concern after the 
plan adapted'by the moat of"OOP ^onth 
Dakota and Minnesota factories. Do 
your own organizing and consult some 
reliable cheesemaker or butter maker 
ns to the best mate of supplies. Learn 
from them the cost of tlie game and: the 
best arrangement of equipments. Don't 
fail' to visit several of the beat factories 
In your part of the state. Time and 
money thus expended are certain to 
bring good returns, Beware of the pro- 
fessional creamery agitator OP pro- 
moter..
